In the whisky cases, squealing was no 
good, for when a man is a confederate and un- 
dertakes to get out of a scrape by telling on his 
partners in crime, the law requires that he 
must be corroborated by other testimony.

Now, this bread and butter 
is the fountain of more rascality than anything 
else 1 know of. |Applause.| Some men re- 
quire more bread and more butter than others. 
[Applause and laughter. | 

To “gent the idea that a man is to be re- 
lieved his crime because he has committed 
it under the plea of bread-and-butter— why, 
you might as well open all vour Penitentiarics 
at once. The proposition is to indict Mr. 
Giuld, and when he is in jail then he will be 
protected against any mob. | Laughter. * He 
can stay there es long as he pleases. Then, 
when bis trial comes on, if he has a mind to 
tell. that’s another thing: if be has a mind to 
volunteer to explain these books, we can take 
the books over te him at the jail and 
let bim point ther out. f[Laughter.| It 
is also doubtful about the precise position 
of the other man—the brother-in-law 
of Mr. Spencer. How much money he took we 
don’t know, but we have found his foot-prints, 
or rather his ink and pencil, all through the 
books, and he is the man that perpetrated the 
crimes op the books, if there have been any 
crimes perpetrated. Now, I will state to you 
what I have told you before, 

DO NOT SELL YOUR BOOKS. 

There is no knowing what may come ont of it. 
{t may be that if we catch Spencer he will be 
willing to give up something. as Tweed did in 
New York. [Laughter. : Therefore, I say to 
ou, keep i books. It is the easiest thing in 
he world for a man to lay out town lots on pa- 


‘per, and call them suburban residences, and I say 


this with morc safcty because my fashion has 
always run to lands. I tell you, in all my ex- 
perience, the biggest rascals that ever disgraced 
this country have been these real-estate men. 
[Applause.] They will sell you land for little 
or nothing, payable monthly, and when you 
think you have got your land, your next tax-liat 
shows you that your land has got to be aban- 
doned for taxes, even if the title is good. 

Now, there is another argument used to show 
why we should not go on with this investigation. 
We have been told that the populace was 
so excited that there would be a mob 
and a riot. I told people that Chicago mobs 
and riots were vlayed out. During the whole 
of this excitement there never were such order- 
ly crowds assembled in the streets of Chicago 
as we have witnessed. At the last mecti 
there was considerable disturbance, oa? 
thought it came from men sent here to make 
trouble. After the meeting was over, several

might injure their credit. That argument is 
simply this: don’t bring discredit upon the com- 
munity; Don’t let it be known that there is anv 
dishonesty in Chicago; hush it up, or you may 
disgrace the church to which the man belongs.

Taylor was not so much to him personally as by 
different individuals and different rings who 
wanted to get the thing for themselves. Now let 
me tell you something about 
HOW GOOD A JOB THIS 18. 

We have labored for this thing expressly,— 
that you should know just what was there, so 
that if there were any assets unaccounted for 
hereafter through court, the right man 
could be held responsible. You know but little 
about the process of winding up this thing. It 
is a nice thing for a man to get into, and to set 
upon for awhile. The eggs won't batch, and he 
keeps on setting.

CONCLUDING SERVICES. 
MR. CHARLES U. DAVIE, 
the expert, was then introduced. He referred 
briefly to his discoveries made in the books, as 
detaiied in another part of this paper. In speak- 
ing of the Chemica! National Bank he said there 
ought to be §2,000 there to the credit 
of the State Savings Institution. It 
seemed, however, that some drafts, not charged 
up, had come back protested, and it would ap- 
pear as if Spencer or Bulkley had drawn some 
surreptitious drafts on the Chemical Bank that 
had been the means of turning the balance 
against the State Savings, instead of its now 
being in its favor. No money was therefore left 
to pay the legitimate drafts. Mr. Davie did not 
think, however, that the amount would be 
large. He should endeavor to trace Spencer’s 
transactions to their fountain-head, to see when 
they commenced, and how they progressed. 
He could very safely say that Spencer’s defalca- 


isl 


tions had grown from $200,000 to fully half a 


million. In conclusion, Mr. Davie expressed 
the hope that the courts would appoint an As- 
signee who would settle up the estate as rapid- 
Iv as possible, and cautioned the depositors 
against disposing of their books. 

MR. ALDRICH 
thought that work was more important than 
talk, and hence made a short — 1. The com- 
mittee had done what could, and, 
as he understood it, their duties 
were not at an end. had 
aimed to tind out what the depositors had, and 
while their statements were not complete, they 
were as nearly complete as they could make 
them. If their services were needed in the 
future, it was for the 1 to state. He 
thought, however, that the depositors should 
have a committee to see that a proper man was 
appointed Assignee. 

MR. KEELEY 
had a good word to say for Col. Taylor, who 
had done al! he could to assist the Committee 
in their labors. In fact, Mr. Keeley publicly 
took back all he bad ever thought or said about 
Col. Taylor having been appointed as Assignee 
by Spencer for a purpose. Everything Col. 
Taylor had done showed that he had been the 
servant of the depositors and not of the officials 
in that bank. The report made accounted for 
$200,000 more of assets than the bank books ac- 
counted for in their — statements. [Ap- 
plause.] Several pieces property supposed 
to be held as mortgage security for notes had 
been found to be the bank’s property, thue 
swelling the aseets. In the daily statements no 
account was made of this.

On motion of another gentleman, Col. Taylor 
and the Committge were thanked for their la- 
bors, and Col. Taylor was given three cheers. 

Col. Taylor reitera his purpose, expressed 
in the Committee meeting, to turn the propert 
over to his successor without a charge for a dol- 
lar's worth of personal expenses.

Lastly, I devoved a considerable part of 
last evening to tracing up the 
ORIGIN OF MR. SPENCER’S DRAWINGS FROM THE 
INSTITUTION. 
You know enough of the blind way in which the 
books were kept,—the intentional absence of 
details,—and, therefore, you must be well 
aware that it is a troublesome thing to find out 
and trace up any of these things. I think I 
have got to the back end of it, and can show 
where Spencer’s actions commenced. But of 
course it can’t be done in an hour or two, but has 
to be followed up, and I am following it up. I 
have done something further. I had an abstract 
taken off of the condition of Spencer’s account 
nthiv, from the time he joined the institu- 
t po the time he went away. On the 15th of 
April, 1873, his account was opened bya large 
deposit of about $231,000. A very large amount 
was drawn out the same day, leaving only a few 
thousand dollars there. From that time on, 
there were considerable transactions amounting 
to $100,000 at atime. At that time the institu- 
tion had a general commercial business. At a 
future time they peoyese that business and 
closed the commercial ledger. Then Spencer’s 
„ — 2 8 a small say- 
gs accoun ot savings ledger. 
This amounted to a few thousand dollars, 
and shows nothing. In the early part of Speu- 
cer’s account, the amounts being very large, | 
tried to follow up some traces ip order to get at 
where the money came from to buy this stock— 
whether it came out of the institution or not. I 
found that it had been marked on the books as 
returned to him, There is no way to show how 
checks were drawn or how much he got. From 
the blind way iv which the books were kept, and 
from the intention, possibly, of doing away 
with papers that it would be desirable to have, 
it is difficult to get at the thing. Thetwoaccounts 
that are drawn off, the mortgage account and 
thecollateral-loan account, virtually cover nearly 
all the assets of the bank, except real estate, 
and when these are checked out and compared 
with the securities, you will see what there is 
outstanding iv Mr. Spencer’s name. Now, to 
begin witb, you will naturally suppose that 
there are assets to the credit of collateral se- 
curity account which are not represented by the 
ledger balances. That is true. But, when | 
tell you what Spencer has done—that there is 
this note for $479,000 in one account—it is sub- 
ect to very large deductions for doubtful and 
debts. At one fell swoop that would work 
off considerable of the amount. Calumet 
stock is another outstan account, 
to the amount af $251,000. Those two 
sums form a part of the supposed assets, with 
the collateral loan account, and in that account 
there will be a large amount to be deducted for 
bad debts. In the same account there are the 
following notes:

In a pouring rain, and followed by a long 
and mourning procession, the remains of 
Lours Aportpne Tarers, ex-President of 
Francé, were yesterday conveyed to the 
grave.

this crowd proposes to hold a convention.

But if there should prove to be a bona fide 
coalition between the different factions, and 
a determined effort shall be mode to elect a 
workingman’s ticket, what will be the mov- 
ing cause of such a combination? This is 
the first question that will suggest itself to 
the people who pay the taxes. Outside of 
the County, Probate, and Superior Judges, 
the County Treasurer and County Clerk,— 
offices which it is the common interest of the 
entire community to fill with honest and 

men,—the chief struggle will be over 
the election of five new members of the 
County Board. This Board is the County 
Legislature. It is charged with the letting 
of contracts, the support of paupers, the 
purchase and distribution of county sup- 
plies. Do the Communists mean, by coming 
to the front at this particular time, that they 
want the county affairs administered and the 
county moneys disbursed on the Communist- 
ic plan? Do they mean that they intend, 
if possible, to secure control of the County 
Board in order to assure a more liberal let- 
ting of contracts for work that is not needed, 
an extension of the asylum for idle men as 
county employes, an enlargement of the 
fund to be expended on paupers and sup- 
plies, and, in one word, a more generous sys- 
tem of dividing up than has heretofore béen 
in vogue? The purpose of the election is 
such, and the offices to be filled are of such 
character, that it is difficult to put any other 
explanation than this upon a persistent as- 
sertion by the Communistic element of its 
associated strength at this time. If this is 
the true meaning of the various movements, 
it will make itself apparent before the day of 
election, and serve tof unite the taxpayers, 
both direct and indirect, the business men, 
large and small, and all conservative citi- 
zens, in a desperate resistance, and leave 
the so-called Workingmen’s Party very far 
in the rear. There has already been too 
much of the Communistic plan of dividing 
up under the management of the County 
Ring, and it is an escape from this practice, 
and not an enlargement thereof, that the 
people of Cook County demend. 

It is not likely that the movement of the 
Communists in the county election will be 
dangerous unless the Democratic party shall 
either take it under its wings or consent to 
fiy its colors. Even in this case we do not 
doubt but that both together could be routed 
by a junction of property-owners, taxpayers, 
business men, and conservative men in favor 
of the Republican ticket. But we certainly 
hope that the respectable element of the 
Democratic party will have sufficient influ- 
ence to defeat any such disreputabie alliance ; 
if not, then it is pretty certain that the re- 
spectable element will desert the Democratic 
ticket, for this fall at least. The situation is 
of a kind that will pretty surely lead to the 
election of that. ticket which commends it- 
self as being made up of the most honest 
and efficient men,—a probability which the 
Republicans must also keep well in mind. 
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DISHONESTY AS A CRIME. 

Tue Tumor has on several occasions com- 
mented on the official demoralization which 
attended and followed the financial revolu- 
tion pertaining to the War, and which has 
extended to all branches of business and all 
private employments. One of the calami- 
ties of all wars, and especially of our last 
war, was the disturbance created in the so- 
cial hfe of the people. The rapidity with 
which large fortunes were made in the early 
years of the War, and the habits of lavish 
expenditure made by those who had so sud- 
denly acquired wealth, had a most pernicious 
effect upon society. They begat in all the 
walks of society (1) a contempt for labor 
and for the slow accumulation of wealth by 
the hoarding of savings; (2) a frantic effort 
to become rich without labor, and in a short 
time; (3) a desire to become rich in order to 
indulge in extravagant expenditures for dis- 
play. Hence a wild spirit of speculation ; 
hence the countless schemes to acquire 
money without labor; hence the gradual 
but rapid lowering of morality in the adop- 
tion of questionable enterprises; and hence 
the desperate purpose to get rich without 
any reference whatever as to the integrity of 
the means. 

The corrupting influence of the extrava- 
gance in social life was soon marked by dis- 
honesty in official life,—men using public 
money to sustain an expenditure which their 
lawful income did not warrant. This official 
dishonesty, which was conspicuous in the 
national service, soon extended to the munie- 
ipal and other local service, and in due time 

the service of banks, railroad and other 
corporations, and eventually to private em- 
ployment. Labor had become detestable ; 
honesty was too slow; wealth alone was 
fashionable and respected ; and men and 
women of all ages and occupations applied 
themselves to secure money by whatever 
means might be available for that purpose. 
We need not refer to the daily recitals of de- 
failcations and other robberies by public offi- 
cers, by the employes of corporations, and 
the confidential and trusted clerks and cash. 
iers of private establishments. Honesty had 
been eclipsed by wealth. Riches were award- 
ed precedence of integrity, and that man was 
regarded as a fool and a dullard who was 
content to labor for a slow living, and would 
not grasp at any opportunity that offered to 
get money. 

We do not question the integrity of those 
who resort to the bankrupt courts for the 
settlement of their indebtedness; but there 
is a general impression that the law and the 
courts are frequently employed as a cover to 
frauds and dishonesty of the grossest charac- 
ter, showing how largely the once prized 
commercial honor has weakened under the 
general demoraligzation. It is the same 
story,—a disgust for labor, impatience un- 
der the slow progress of honesty, an infatua- 
tion for display and fast living, and a sacri- 
fice of principle and truth in the effort to 


not, as heretofore, to hoard it, to invest it in 
productive property or employment. The ab- 


„ uselessly, scandalously, and end 
in misery if not in squalid pauperism. 

The panic of 1873 swept away the sud- 
denly-acquired fortunes of a multitude of 
people. Nothing is more likely to take wings 
and fly away than wealth, even when it is 
guarded jealously and managed with pru- 
dence. Daily, since 1873, this tumbling 


have fallen into bankruptcy, until 
among the poorest of the poor are 
those who once a seem- 
ingly-permanent competency in the stocks of 
insurance companies and railroad companies. 
The dishonesty of officers, the frauds and 
combinations of managers, have destroyed 
these organizations and carried off the capi- 
tal of those who had invested their substance 
therein. 

Another branch of this pestilential dishon- 
esty is that exhibited in the management of 
banks. Ten thousand and more families are 
to-day mourning the loss of the savings of 
many years of hard labor. There is a loud 
and vigorous demand that the person who 
wrought this calamity be brought back 
from his hiding-place to be punished. There 
can be no objection to this, but it should be 
remembered that this is not the first bank 
failure, nor the first bank robbery, that has 
taken place in Chicago. It is by no means a 
novelty. Other banks have closed their 
doors, having not a dollar in the vaults ; 
other banks have been robbed and plundered 
by their Presidents, and to the crime of fraud. 
lent sppropriation have been added those 
of perjury, forgery, and secretion of bank 
property ; and what came of it? What was 
done with the guilty? What law and what 
court has been invoked to punish the crime, 
or even to stamp dishonesty with public con- 
tempt or disgrace? We admit that, because 
the robbery of the State Savings Bank was 
but an imitation on perhaps a larger scale of 
what had preceded it, and of what had never 
been punished or treated as a crime, it is not 
the less infamous or deserving of legal 
punishment; but the fact remains that 
society has tolerated, and has for years tol- 
erated, dishonesty; has encouraged it by 
toleration, and by its encouragement is re- 
sponsible for the suffering and distress, the 
ruin and poverty, which have followed as 
consequences. 

It is time that crime be arrested in its suc- 
cessful career. The crime which is the more 
dangerous is not that instigated by passion, 
ending in brutal violence. It is dishonesty. 
The burglars, the thieves, the forgers, and 
the counterfeiters must be cast out of the 
banks, the railroad companies, the fire and 
life insurance companies, the counting- 
rooms, the warehouses, and the public 
offices, These burglars, thieves, forgers, 
and counterfeiters must be treated as their 
more vulgar counterparts, who practice their 
vocations professionally. Society must treat 
crime as crime, and criminals as criminals, 
or society must sink to the level of the dis- 
honesty it encourages and protects. 


THE DECLINE OF THE DRAMA. 

An epistle to Cuantes Reape from Dron 
Bovorcau.T on the subject of the decline of 
the drama deserves some attention, not so 
much because the writer of it speaks with 
authority as because he assumes to do 80. 
Mr. Bovcrcavt? is well known to patrons of 
the drama both in England and America. 
He cannot hope to impose on them by the 
use of asterisks and the fag-ends of familiar 
classical quotations. Nor will the claim to 
superior discernment and virtue on his part 
protect him from the censure which he 
merits in this connection as fully as any 
man now living. He surrenders his case 
when he confesses that he abandoned origi- 
nal productions and devoted himself to trans- 
lations because he saw the gains of the latter 
description of work were greater than those 
of the former. This was certainly a low 
motive to govern a defender of the English 
drama in its native purity. If Appison, 
whom Mr. Bovcicau.t professes to admire, 
had sold his talent to the highest bidder, 
he would not have written his tragedy 
of Cato,“ or his papers now famous 
in the Spectator collection; Go.psmirs 
would never have composed She Stoops 
to Conquer” if he had looked only to 
a pecuniary reward for his labors ; and 
‘Suaxspeane himself, the most careless of 
authors, might have found richer returns in 
flattering the great or in satirizing the poor 
than he could hope to obtain in the pursuit 
of his regular calling. 

The introduction of realistic effects on the 
stage is not a cause of the decline of the 
drama, and, with proper limitations, not 
even an indication of it. When spectacle is 
substituted for acting, or accorded greater 
prominence, there may with justice be an 
outcry against the innovators; but if the 
scenery is used to assist the art of the actors, 
it cannot be too complete or resemble nature 
too closely. Mr. Vincent CrumMuzs and his 
pump were ridiculous only because the latter 
was the chief figure in the play. Mr. Bovcr- 
cauut’s condemnation of all devices of this 
description is as unreasoning as it is insin- 
cere. When Mr. Macreapy played The 
Tempest” on the boards of Covent Garden 
Theatre at an expense of many thousand 
pounds, he showed no disrespect, but rather 
the*highest reverence, for the author. And 
the severe traditions of the Comedie Fran- 
caise are commendable not so much because 
they remove obstructions from the path of 
the actor, as because they are in harmony 
with the spirit of the authors they repro- 
duce. 

Mr. Bovorcabrr has a great deal to say 
about the influence of newspaper criticism 
on the drama, and to this cause more than 
to any other he attributes its decay. He 
says without compunction that the news- 
paper critic is, and always has been, in- 
capable of discharging the functions” of the 
old critical band, while in another breath he 
maintains that the men of the highest liter- 
ary prominence are recruited for the ranks 
of the press. If anything Mr. Bovcicavis 
might say on asubject of this kind could 
possess weight, it might be worth the while 
to place in parallei columns his condemna- 
tion of newspaper criticism and his lament 
over the decline of literature. But the pub- 
lic expects only the rankest inconsistencies 
from him, and to point them out would be 
to insult the intelligence of his readers. We 
are glad, however, to quote such sentiments 
as these: 


phalanx. Where are their compeers of this period? 
They are private soldiers in the ranks of the press. 


Not to speak of the contempt for rhetoric 
which Mr. Bovcitcavir exhibits when he 
speaks of 2 galdxy " as “a few of a 
phalanx,” and their compeers ” as private 


soldiers,” it may be pertinent to inquire 
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whether he has made out any case against the 
press. If the newspapers have sbsorbed all 
the literary talent of the period, they must 
be the best qualified to discharge the func- 
tions of criticism. It is nonsense for Mr. 
Bovctcauu? to maintain that the howling 
mobs that judged plays in olden times were 
more intelligent critics than the gentlemen 
who at present discharge similar duties. 
The whole history of. the drama teaches that 
criticism has always been, as it always must 
be, characterized by malevolence, ignorance, 
spite, and prejudice, as well as by wide 
information, accurate judgment, and a gen- 
erous disposition. Oritios are weak and 
fallible as well as dramatists, or actors, or 
painters, or poets. The class cannot be 
described in one phrase; and Mr. Bovct- 
OAULT, it seems, cannot describe it fairly in 
ten pages of a big review. 
REINFORCING THE EVOLUTIONISTS. 

The address of Prof. All Tuompson at 
Plymouth before the British Association for 
the Advancement of Science on the subject 
of Embryology is receiving wide attention on 
both sides of the Atlantic. The Evolution- 
ists are delighted. I consider it impossi- 
ble,” says Prof. Tuompson, for any one to 
have been a faithful student of embryology 
without at thesame time becoming an evo- 
lutionist.” The facts advanced by him, as 
well as the inferences drawn from them, 
furnish abundant support for the Evolution 
theory, and serve to explain why it has made 
such rapid strides. Scarcely a generation 
ago the doctrine was held in disrepute. 
Merely to allude to it with respect 
was to invite the suspicion of ortho- 
dox people. Even within ten years learned 
divines have spoken contemptuously of the 
Development hypothesis as an invention of 
** infidels.” Young men who have espoused 
it have been made the subjects of remon- 
strances and prayers, and old men have been 
held up to contumely and reproach as cor- 
ruptors of the youth. All this is now 
changed. No man with any pretensions to 
learning now treats the Development hypoth- 
esis in the frivolous manner once so com- 
mon. Those who reject it do so in a can- 
tious and dignified way, and its ablest oppo- 
nents are found in the ranks of those who 
accept parts of it as incontrovertible, in 
order the better to demolish the remainder. 
Christianity is adapting itself to the Evolu- 
tion theory much as it did to the Copernican 
theory; and the defenders of the faith once 
delivered to the saints are surprised to find 
that no perceptible shock has been caused by 
the concessions thus far made. 

Prof. THompson touches lightly on the 
variation of species and the much-vexed 
question of spontaneous generation. In re- 
spect to the latter subject, he is found, as 
might be expected, on the side of Prof. 
Hour and the ablest biologists of the day 
in denying the existence of any evidence in 
itsfavor. It will be observed that neither 
Prof. Taompson nor Prof. Huxizr denies 
the possibility of spontaneous generation. 
They merely assert that not a shadow of 
evidence haa yet been adduced in its favor. 
Their position with reference to this contro- 
versy is high i y to their candor; for, 
as the London remarks, spon- 
taneous generation is precisely the one thing 
which the evolutionist wants to complete his 
system. 

Prof. Tompson dwells at some length on 
the origin of the lower forms of life, and 
then considers the development of new 
beings in the higher groups of the organic 
world. He explains, as a typical example, 
how an ordinary flowering plant is produced. 
We are indebted to the London Atheneum 
for a condesation of his remarks :" 

To effect reproduction it is generally necessary 
that two distiect kinds of structural elements, or 
cells, shoud be brought into contact. In the cen- 
tral organ, or pisfil, of a common flower, there isa 
cavity containing ovules, within which are little 
masses of protoplasm, or primitive organic mat- 
ter. In another organ, the samen, either in 
the same or in a different flower, there is 
a development of that fine yellow dust called 
poilen. When this dust falls upon the sticky sur- 
face of the stigma, the little grains of pollen send 
out minute tubes which pass downwards and ulti- 
mately reach the ovule; they then enter through a 
tiny aperture, and thus find their way to the in- 
closed embryo-sac, when a minute portion of the 
substance contained in the pollen- tubes enters the 
sac, and by its fertilizing power sets up in the ger- 
minal vesicle that scries of changes which results 
in the formation of the embryo or infant viant. 
Neither the polien nor the germinal vesicle can by 
itself develop into plant; bat when they are 
brought together, under favorable conditions, the 
result is the production of a new individual. And 


the same law, requiring the uni@ of two distinct 
elements, rules among most members of the 


vegetable kingdom. 

The next step in the study of Embryology 
is the consideration of the development of 
animal life. Some of the lower forms of 
animals have been grouped by naturalists 
under the head of Protozoa. With the excep- 
tion of these, all animals take their origin 
from an egg. The egg is divided into three, 
or four, distinct parts: the cell-wall, or 
shell; the yelk, or vilellus; the germinal 
vesicle ; and the nucleolus. The last is not 
always visible even under the most powerful 
microscope. Every eggis, in the language 
of embryology, acell. The average diame- 
ter of the egg in mammals is not more than the 
one hundred and fiftieth part of aninch, while 
its weight is an inconsiderable fraction of a 
grain. The whole mammalian series, ranging 
from the mouse to the elephant and includ- 
ing man, is developed from eggs of this 
description. The yelk of a fowl’s egg is 
equal in bulk to about 3,000,000 mammalian 


eggs. 

Having traced separately the development 
of vegetable and of animal life, it remains 
for the student to discover the relations 
existing between the lowest forms of each. 
It has been found that they pass into each 
other by gradations almost imperceptible, so 
that there are forms of life which naturalists 
have been puzzled to call either animal 
or vegetable. Until recently it was 
supposed that the distinction between the 
two great groups of vertebrate and invertt- 
brate animals was more clearly marked than 
that between animals and vegetables in the 
lowest forms; but a Russian naturalist, some 
ten years ago, discovered a gtoup intermedi- 
ary between the vertebrates and the inverte- 
brates, which he called the ascidians. This 
discovery established a close and unbroken 
connection between all the forms of life, the 
vertebrates passing into the invertebrates 


statement in turp leads the way to the fun- 
daméntal that all forms of life 


have been developed from a few elementary 


germs. 

According to a Russian military paper— 
the Vedomasti—printed at St. Petersburg, 
the Government, in its recent call for troops, 
only summoned a small portion of the re- 
serves. It says: , 

To determine what proportion of the militiamen 
will now be required for the regular army, let us 
torn to the military of the year 1876. Out 
of 677,000 youths of 21 years, 192,000 were taken 
for the service, 43. were declared unfit for serv- 
ice, and 6,000 were taken on trial. Of the remaining 
434,000, we may consider about 350,000 as fit for 
service. Assuming that the two vreceding years 
gave as many, we find that the number of militia- 
men of the first category cannot be less than & 
million. The majority of them belonged to the 
number of those who are privileged, for the privi- 
leged have always composed about half of the 21 
years old recruite. As only 185,000 men are now 
called out, it follows that only a fifth part of the 
militiamen enter the ranks, while more than 800, - 
000 remain to be called out, if necessary. The 
State has, therefore, made by no means the full 
effort foreseen by the law. 

It is apparent from these figures that 
Russia, with her enormous and 
resources, can only be restricted in the in- 
crease of her armies by the extent of her 
financial Fesources. If her finances were at 
all equivalent to her population, she would 
be the mightiest military Power in the world.

A French statistician has been computing 
the number of human beings killed in war 
during the present century. He bag selected 
for his estimates the wars of the French 
Empire from 1801 to 1815; the Spanish wars 
of 1809 and 1810; our war of 1812; the 
Greek war of 1822; the civil wars of Spain 
since 1823; the Russo-Turkish war of 1828 ; 
the French invasion of Algiers; the Franco- 
Belgie war against Holland; the Polish in- 
surrections; the wars between Mrnemer 
Al and the Sultan, and of the Swiss Sonder- 
bund; our war with Mexico; the revoln- 
tions of 1848; the war between Italy and 
Austria; the Crimean war; the Indian mu- 
tiny; the French expedition to Syria; the 
Franco-Italian war of 1859; our Civil War; 
the Danish war; the Paraguayan war; the 
French invasion of Mexico; the Austro- 
Prussian war of 1866; the Cuban insurrec- 
tion; the Franco-German war of 1870; and 
the present Russo-Turkish war, and he 
finds that 200,000,000 men have been the 
victims of these struggles,—a grim result 
that ought to satisfy the most ardent Mal- 
thusian. 


THE LONDON WATER-£UPPLY. 

There are in London close upon 4,000,000 
human beings, and the problem how this vast 
population can be supplied with water is full of 
difficulties. A paper on this sudject was read 
in the section of Economic Science and Statistics 
of the British Association for the Advancement 
of Science at the recent Plymouth session. The 
conditions of a water-supply in any city ought 
to be, first, a sufficient quantity; second, a good 
quality; third, a high pressure; and, fourth, 
accessibility, so that the expense of the service 
may be brought within moderate limits. The 
present water-supply of London meets only the 
first and last of these conditions. Its impurity 
unfits it for use for drinking purposes, and the 
pressure is not high enough to secure the 
efficiency of the Fire Department. The supply 
is provided by eight companies, which have an 
aggregate capital of £11,196,000, a gross income 
of £1,137,000, and a net income of £705,700, giv- 
ing a rate of interest on all the capital em- 
ployed of proximately 6.3 per cent. ‘he 
water is taken from the River Lea, 
and from the Thames above Teddington Weir. 
Its impurity has been attested by many chem- 
ists, and might be expected from the fact that 
the streams from which it is drawn drain a 
richly-manured country and many populous 
towns above London. The pressure will not 
afford on the average more than 2,000 per 
galion at any fire, and this at the street level, 
where fire-engines will be required. But 
there can be no question,” says the report, 
„that to insure the prompt extinction of fires 
it would be in the highest degree desirable to 
be able to supply an effective jet from the 
water-main, without the interveution of an en- 
inc.“ 

The remedy for the deficiencies is outlined 
in the scientific paper already alluded to, which 
was drawn up at the request of the Metropoli- 
tan Board of Works, and has been approved by 
such an eminent authority asthe London Times. 
The plan is to have a double-service,— 
one to furnish water for drinking and 
for the extinction of fires, and the 
other to supply water for washing, street-clean- 
ing, and miscellaneous purposes. The compa- 
nies now in existence would be charged with the 
latter work, while the corporation would under- 
take the former. The new supply would be 
taken from the vast stores which lie unused in 
the chalk formations fifteen or twenty miles 
distant from London. It is estimated that 
16,000,000 gallons a day might be drawn from 
this source. The daily average quantity now 
used in London is 120,000,000, but itis believed 
not more than 8,000,000 gallons are used for 
arinking and culinary purposes. The plan con- 
templates the building of reservoirs on the high 
ground to the north and south of London ata 
height of 400 feet above the level. These reser- 
voirs would be supplied by pumping engines 
drawing their supply of spring water at dis- 
tances of from eight to fifteen miles be- 
yond the reservoirs. The reservoirs would be 
united by large arterial mains traversing Lon- 
don from north to south. Service pipes would 
take the water into the houses, delivering it 
into a close vessel having a draw-off tap, and 
containing, according to the size of the house, 
from three toten gallons, and filling upgradually 
after having been emptied. The annual cost of 
the plan proposed is thus stated: Interest at 
3 per cent on £5,500,000, £192,500; working 
expenses for pumping and management, 2, 
500; total, £225,000. This would be equal to 
about 24d in the pound on the ratabie value 
of the metropolis. It is estimated, on the other 
hand, that the expense of buying up the priv- 
ileges of the present companies and adding the 
pumping facilities required for fire purposes 
would be £26,000,000, and the annual running 
expenses £1,612,250, equal to about 16344 in the 
pound on the ratable value. 

The advantages of the new scheme are appar- 
ent, but it is open to serious objections, one of 
which the London Times has noticed. The sup- 
ply of 16,000,000 gallons daily will not be suffi- 
client when the wants of the country about the 
chalk-beds increase, as they promise to do, and 
their supplies are taken from this source. It 
may be doubted also whether the average 
householder can be depended on to save the 
chalk · bed water only for drinking and cooking. 
On the other hand, the adoption of the plan 
would remove at once all difficulties as to the 
existing companies, and would furnish ¢ supply

Summary of the Report Submitted 


by Its Expert. 
Henry Greenebaum ‘Explains the Al- 
leged Discrepancy in His 
Accounts. 


Avery Moore Wants Immunity 80 He 
Can Return and Settle. 


The Board Declines to Accept His Proposi- 
tion for Compounding a Felony. 


Ex-Supervisor Pilgrim Denies that His

The West Town Board held a full meeting 
last night. all the members being present ex- 
cept Justices Eberhardt and Salisbury. There 
were also present Collector Hoffman, Assessor 
Clark, and West Park Commissioners Muus. 
Holden, Lipe, and Greenebaum, Messrs. Wheeler 
end Gill, of Avery Moore’s bondsmen, and 8.

_ THE EXPERT. 
shesney, the expert of the 
Town Board, suDinitteda his report, which was in 
five large books of legal cap. His report is ac- 
companied by a book containing detailed state- 
ments of facts and figures. 

He says that on the first page of the book the 
trial balance will be found, and that it shows 
that the ledger accounts do not balance. He 
alludes to the expenditures for salary account, 
which show an expenditure of only $35,287.99, 
while $86,854.34 is really chargeable to that ac- 
count, while for legal expenses only $1,851.40 is 
charged, while in reality it should be $3,776.40.

Henry Harms to the West Park Board for $990, 
which was apparently written by President Stau- 
ford. The report says that the death of aformér 
Secretary restrains the expect from severe 
criticism. The report alludes to the various 
loans authorized, and how the various bonds 
were issued, commencing from the first $20,000. 
The report covers the same ground as Mechelke, 
and shows how the bonds were apparently irreg- 
ularly issued. He holds that the issue of $667,-

That 
gentleman then went on to say that Mr. Moore 
was beyond the limits of the United 
States. If he was here he could make such

The property was 
all mortgaged. The amount against him as 
owing the town was $8,000, against which there 
was a set-off.

If 
he couid return unmolested, he would make 
such arrangements as would be satisfactory to 
the town. He wanted permission to return to 
Chicago and fix matters up and again return to 
Queen Victoria's domain if he so desired. He 
and his friends desired that the wn 
should not dose anything, and wanted 
to make the amount good. the 
Board could take such steps as would induce 
Avery to return to Chicago for at least thirty 
days, and fix his matters up; if he should be 
unsuccessful, he to be allowed to go back un- 
molested to the place which he bad chosen as 
his refuge. He would like the Town Board to 
take some action. 

Justice Ingersoll hardly thought that the 
Board had anything to say in the matter, as 
the whole thing was in the hands of the Su- 
pervisor.

Justice Morrison said that he and Avery 
Moore had been warm friends for a long time 
both socially and — and, that he had 
long held him in respect.

Gentlemen of the Committee, comment on Mr. 
Mechelke is unnecessary. I desire to present an 
explanation of how the work has been earried on. 
First, The night-soil burying permit system. The 
tickets are issued at the Park office, permitting the 
burying of night-soilin the parks at 50 cents a 
l us, inthe year ending March 1, 1876, 
tickets for 4, 047 lo were issued and for which 
was received by the Secretary $2,023.50. The 
tickets are delivered to an authorized person at the 
park, and thus there is a check on the receipts by 
the Secretary. 

Second, The practice of collecting orders on the 
County Treasurer. The Secretary from time to 
time ascertained from the County Treasurer what 
sum of money could be drawn for by the West Park 
Commission, and usually orders were drawn 
for round sams,—say $5,000 or $10,000, or 
stil] larger amounts. he Secretary would present 
the order for the indorsement of the Treasurer, 
procure a check from the County Treasurer on his 
banker, and payable to the order of Henry Greene- 
baum, Treasurer, and deposit the same with the 
Treasurer of the Park Board. Sometimes checks 
would be issued to cover rebates, and the indorse- 
ments of the Treasurer procured. In such cases 
the checks would be used in payment of taxes with 
the County Treasurer, and not as a deposit made 
with the Treasurer of the Park Roard. All these 
transactions, I believe, were legitimate. Secretary 
Loding has taken good care to chargethe Treasurer 
in account with all the moneys and orders deposited 
with him, while making no entries at all of orders 
issned for rebate. Had he debited the Treasurer, 
be would have been obliged to again credit 
him and debit rebate accounts. Several 
orders have been presented to the Treasurer 
for his indorsement, which, it now appears, 
have been obtained from the Secretary by Com- 
missioners Lipe, Runyan, and Hitt. On these there 
appears $3, 277 as never having been accounted for 
by the Secretary. Now, while the theory is that 
the County Treasurer requires the signature of the 
Secretary, Anditor, and Treasurer to make pay- 
ments to the Park Board, the Secretary attends to 
the business of collecting and depositing with the 
Treasurer. In case the Secretary abuses his trust, 
the Treasurer is no more to biame than the Audit- 
or. The name of the latter appears on the orders 
as well as the former. There is a check upon the 
Secretary in the Finance Committee. This Com- 
mittee has consisted of Stanford, Holden, and 
Lipe. They have been furnished each year with 
statements of the County Treasurer in the nature 
of accounts current, giving a statement of the 
orders of the Park Commissioners paid by him. 
They — in writing, March 1, 1874, Feb. 28, 
1875, March J, 1876, that they have

of the Secretary, Auditor, and Treasurer, and that 
they ail correspond and are true and correct, and 
represent all the receipts and disbursements. They 
gave me, as it were, a receipt in full every year 
for allthe money I handled, agreeing with me tnat 
the balance I reported on hand was the correct 
amount and left me, when I could have no possi- 
ble suspicion that the same was wrong. I had no 
reason to doubt the integrity of the Secretary. He 
enjoyed the confidence of all the members of the 

in an eminent degree. He was especially 
appreciated by Commissioner Lipe, through whose 
influence he obtained the Secretaryship of the 
Board. With Commissioner Holden on the 
Finance Committee, a man who has been in 
public office ever since I can remember; a rep- 
resentative man, whom the present Board 
of County Commissioners have honored with 
the position of President, an accomplished gentle- 
man, who makes himself useful as a member of 
the County Board of Education; a gentieman who 
has narsed in his bosom the fond hope of repre- 
senting the West Division in the hall of the United 
States Congrese,—how should I for a moment 
suppose, with Commissioner Holden on the Com- 
mittee, that any regularity on the vart of cither tha 
Secretary, Auditor, or Treasurer could escape his 
keen an netrating — Alas, for human 
hopes! hether willfully or unwittingly, that 
Finance Committee has not performed its 
duty.

CHURCH COUNCILS. 


RAPIDS. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune, 

Granp Karts, Mich., Sept. $.—The annual 
meeting of the Freedman’s Aid Society of the 
Conference called out @ crowd after religious 
services. The Rev. J. J. Lansing, of Savannah, 
Ga., was the principal speaker. He has been 


laboring among the colored people of the South, 


and spoke from experience. He showed that 
slavery did not end in the South when emanci- 
pation came. Slavery kept the colored people 
poor and ignorant, and cut out the very heart of 
virtue by destroying the home. What slavery 
did cannot be undone in a hundred years. The 
Christian school is the great agent in civilization 
and evangelization in the South. The Freedman’s 
Aid Society establishes schools with the Bible 
as the chief text-book. We an open Bible and 
an open spelling-book there lies an open path 
to virtue and manhood. 

In tweive years the Methodist Episcopal 
Church in the South has gained 400,000 niem- 
bers. What shall we do with them? Tue 
speaker claimed that Methodism was the ma- 
chinerv to elevate these poor and orant peo- 
ple, and then closed with a powerful and elo- 
quent appeal iu their behalf.

The characters of all the preachers of the 
Jackson, Niles, and Kalamazoo Districts were 
passed.

The report of Albion College, the denomina- 
tional college in the State, shows an income

sons shall be presented.

He Will Enjoy the Quiet of Home for a 
Day or Two—Arrangements for His Re- 
ception in Louisville. « 

Fremont, O., Sept. 8.—President Hayes and 
family had a comfortable night’s ride from 
Marietta here; took breakfast on the train, and 
arrived here at half-past 9. At Belleville and 
Clyde large crowds of people were at the 
stations to get a glimpse of the Presi- 
dent, who appeared on the rear plat- 
form and saluted as he passed. He and 
Mrs. Hayes, after having entered Sandusky 
County, spent the time admiring the country. 
The President said he had seen no such farms 
on the route. At the depot here, a crowd of 
several hundred, old neighbors and citizens, 
grected him. Most of them shook hands 
with the whole family, and expressed great 
pleasure at seeing them, after six 
months’ absence. Webb Hayes had the 
family carriage, and drove all to the residence, 
about half a mile from the depot. They found 
all well at home, and were delighted to get 
back to the quiet of their own private resi- 
dence. They will remain here in quiet retire- 
ment till Tuesday, when the President and 
wife will go to the Dayton ceremonies at the 
Soldiers“ Home. 

LOUISVILLE, Sept. 8.—President Hayes says 
Messrs. Evarts, McCrary, Thomson, and Post- 
master-General Key, with members of their 
families, will positively be in Louisville on the 
17th and 18th of September. Secrétary Schurz 
will probably be with them. Gen. Devens has 
not been heard trom. Twelve or thirteen Goy- 
ernors will also be in Louieville dur- 
ing the Presidential visit, among them 
Hampton? and very likely Nicholls. 
The people are very enthusiastic 
over the coming of the distinguished parties 
and the welcome to be extended to them will in 
every way reflect credit upon Kentucky. There 
are thirteen squares from the Ohio & Mississippi 
depot to the Galt House.

AN INTERESTING SKETCH OF JOE SMITH AND THE 
NAUVOO SETTLEMENT. 
To the Editor of The Tribune, 

Cc, Sept. 6.—The death of Brigham 
Young marks the end of the second period of 
the history of the Mormon Church, as the 
death of Prophet Joe Smith was the end of the 
first period. Recent events in the history of 
this Church render a retrospective view of the 
life of the organization of interest. 

The founders of this Church were Sidney Rig- 
don, a man of considerable talent and pre- 
sumably wide information, and Joseph Smith, 
“the martyr,” whom Rigdon employed at first 
to propagate the faith, but who aiterward be- 
came the great high priest of the organization. 
The birth of the Mormon religion will perhaps 
forever remain an enigma in the history of the 
world’s civilization. It is not material to trace 
the lingage and the life of Rigdon, although he 
remained with the Church through its trouble- 
some + set for twenty years. Joe Smith was 
born in Sharon, Vt., in 1805, and was removed 
at 10 years of age to Palmyra, N. I. In youth 
he led an idle, vagabond life, roaming the 
woods, dreaming of buried treasures. employ- 
ing his brain in endeavors to find them by the 
medium ol divining rods, twisting iorked sticks, 
and looking through enchunted stones. His 
father was a water-witch,“ and little Joe was 
taught to follow in his footsteps, and the 
‘promigacy of his after life may be ina great 
measure attributed to the superstitious nutions, 
which were to have been a fit subject to engage 
the attention of such aman as Rigdon, who cn- 
couraged him to believe in his early vagaries, 
and wrought his mind into that enthusiastic 
temper which prepared bim for the reception 


seem, to originate a new religion for the West- 
ern World. Rigdon, itis said, was an iniidel, but 
he knew something of the history of the Chris- 
tian religion, and the project wh.ch he disclosed 
to Smith indicates that he bad read other his- 
tory than that of the Church, and had become 
imbued with the impression that he had as good 
aright to invent a religion and establish a 
Church as had Jesus Christ, Mahomet, or any 
prophet. é 

A Presbyterian clergyman, named Spaulding, 
in Ohio, is credited with having written a relig- 
us romance, which subsequent to the death of 
the author fell into the hands of Rigdon, who 
used it as the basis for the construction of a 
great religious edifice. it has been asserted by 
some that Smith procured the book written by 
Mr. Spaulding and from it evolved the plans for 
the new Church. There is ampie evidence, how- 
ever, for believing that Rigdon drew Smith's at- 
tention tothe subject of their future labors. 
Smith was taken into his coutidence and a story 
was fabricated, which outlined a religion of no 
mean proportions, but of course resting on 
fraud. Tae subsequent history of this religion 
and its development are iar trom being what 
the founders intended, and many additions have 
from time to time deen made, which have so 
transformed the whole as to render it quite an- 
other thing than the conception of the authors. 
They named their religion “The Chureh of 


Jesus Christ of Latter-Day Saints.“ It 
was agreed between Kigdon and Smith 
the following story shouid 


be the corner-stone of their edifice: 
That golden plates had been found buried in 
the earth in the neighborhood of Palmyra, con- 
taining a record on them in unknown charac- 
ters, which, when deciphered by tbe power of 
inspiration, gave the history of the ten lost 
tribes of Israel in their meanderings through 
Asia into America, where they had settied ana 
flourished, and where, in due time, Christ came 
and preached His Gospel to them, appointed 
His twelve Aposties, and was crucified here 
nearly in tne same manner in which He was 
crucified in Jerusalem. There was further 
history of the American Christians for a few 
hundred years, until the wickedness of the 
people called down the judgment of God upon 
them, which resulted in their extermination.”’ 
It described the wars of the several nations 
distributed over this continent irom the Isih- 
mus of Darien to the icy regions of the north, and 
great importance was paid to the terrivie battle 
of Cumorah, between the Lamanites,** who knew 
not God, and the Nephites, who were the 
chosen people. Hundreds of thousands were 
slaughtered, and the Nephites were almost 
destroyed by the armiesof Satan. A iew o/ this 
tribe escaped, and among the number were 
Mormon and his son Moroni. God directed 
Mormon to write a history of all these solemn 
events on golden plates, and bury them in the 
earth for the coming nations to discover. This 
story is the abriagement oi the clergyman's 
romantic tale. But Joe Smith was cuuning 
and entered into Rigdon’s scheme with all the 
enthusiasm of his nature. 

He was about 18 years of age, as he afterward 
related to the astonished and ignorant people 
who flocked to hear his story, when God revealed 
the location of this buried record to him. It is 
the old story of supernatural visitation, and 
many people were ready to believe the state- 
ments he made. He was also, as all other 

rophets and seers have been, the sport of 
ies and slanders, and vain attempts 
were made to rob him of his plates. 
He removed to Pennsylvania, and through 
the inspiration of angels, whom he called Trim 
and Thummim, proceeded to translate the hiero- 
glyphics. The fraud was well planned, and 
one writer seriously observes that the story 
may yet, unhappily, make the foundation of a 
new religion which shall roll back upon tne 
world the barbarism of eighteen centuries 

away. Whilst there are foolsand knaves 
there is no telling what may be acvomplished by 
such a religion.“ 

Smith ceems to have had no difficulty in ob- 
taining followers from the outset, and he pro- 
cured many certificates from citizens of his 
neighborhood that they had really seen the 
plates and engravings. The anecdote is told 
that the early followers were anxious to see the 
plates. He insisted that they could not be seen 
by the carnal eye, but must be spiritually dis- 
cerned, that the power to see them depended 
upon faith, and was the gift of God, to be ob- 
tained by fasting, praying, and mortification of 
the flesh and exerciseawt the spirit. Once the 
lid of the box in which he said he kept tne 
plates was opened, the believers peeped in, but, 
failing to discover — — in the empty casket, 
they said, ** Brother one we do not see the 

lates.” He answered them, O ye of little 

aith, how long will God bear with this wicked 
and perverse generation! Down on your 
knees, brethren, every one of you, and pray God 
for the forgiveness of your sins, and for a holy 
and living faith which cometh down from 
Heaven.” The plates were a myth, but the re- 
ligion of the Book of Mormon, which purports 
to be a translation of the plates is not.

In 1880 and 1840 the whole body of Missouri 
Mormons took up the line of mach eastward 
aud located in Lilinois, where they were re- 
ceived as sufferers in the cause of religion. It 
is stated that several counties vied with each 
other in tendering hospitality, and in their en- 
deavors to get these strangers to settle among 
the people of those counties. A site was finally 
selected-on the Mississippi River, which was de- 
cided upon as the location of a great city sur- 
rounding a temple for the worship of the 
Prophet Smith. ‘This place they afterwards 
named Nauvoo. The city and the temple were 
built, and the former at one time numbered 
more than 11 souls. The City of Nauvoo 
was chartered by the Legislature of 1840. 

That charter is one of the most remarkable 
grants of power ever made in the United States, 
and should always stand as a monument to 
rons eres and oe eternal dishonor 
of the which passed 

The — had always been an important 
factor in the elections, and bad in Wisconsin 
voted with the Democratic party as a unit. 
They had, however, been driven out of the State 
by a Democratic Administration, and when they 
appealed to Presiaent Van Buren he refused to 

rant them relief for constitutional reasons. 
uder these circumstances the Whigs of Illinois 
found the Moros an easy prey on their ar- 
rival in this St“ce, and they continued to vote 
with the Whigs in all the elections of 1840 and 
1841, until the Legislature of the latter year lost 
the vote to the Democrats. 

Aman named Bennett, who is described by 
that volatile Democrat and caustic his- 
torian Ford as “probably the great- 
est scamp in the Western country,” a6 
agent of the Mormon Church, solicited a 
charter for the City of Nauvoo. He was a dex- 
teruus lobbyist, and succeeded in flattering both 
political parties with promises of the Mormon 
vote. The result was the passage of the char- 
ter by both Houses. The following summary of 
that remarkabie instrument will be read with 
interest at this day. It provided fora Mayor, 
four Aldermen, and nine Councilmen, who were 
empowered to pass all ordinances necessary for 
the peace, benefit, good order, reguiation, con- 
venience, or cleanliness of the city, and for 
the protection of property from fire, which 
were not repugnant to the Constitution of the 
United States or this State. This gave the city 
power toerect a government perfectly inde- 
pendent of State laws. 

A Mavor’s Court was established having ex- 
elusive jurisdiction of all cases arising under the 
city or*inances, subject to appe.i to the Munic- 
ipal Court. The or was constituted 
Caief Justice, with four ate Justices, and 
the Municipal Court could issue writs of habeas 
corpus in all cases arising under the eity ordi- 
nauces. This charter incorporated the 
Nauvoo militia into an mdepend- 
ent military body, which was called 
the Nauvoo Legion, and was armed and 
equipped by the State, but was not subject to 
the general Militia law of the State. A spe- 
cial court-martial for the Legion was estab- 
lished. ‘The Legion was at the disposal of the 
Mayor in executing the laws and ordinances of 
the city. Subsequently a large establishment 
called the Nauvoo House was chartered or in- 
corporated, in which the Prophet and his heirs 
were to have a suite of rooms forever. In 
shorty the Legislature bad actually erected a 
separate miiitary-church palatinate withiu the 
borders of the State of Llinois. In reading the 
history of the rise of the Government of Nau- 
veo, one is remindea of the ancient feudal 
Governments which practiced autovomy, at the 
same time acknowledging allegiance to a su- 
perior Prince. The City Government of Nau- 
voo was orgauized, and Joe Smith was elected 
Mayor. He presided in the Common Council. 
He executed the laws made by it. He was ex- 
ollicio Judge of the Mayor’s Court, Chief 
Justice of the Municipal Court, and inter- 


preter of all laws. He organized the 
Nauvoo Legion, which was divided into 
divisions, brigades, cohorts, regiments, 


battalions, and companies, in order to iurnish 
his {friends with offices of distinction, and he re- 
served for himself the position of Lieutenant- 
General. The Government was in every branch 
exclusively Mormon. 

Tae City of Nauvoo, containing between 
15,000 and 16,000 inhabitants, covered about six 
square miles of territory, and upon the brow of 
the hill, overlooking the main portion of the 
city, as well as asweep of the Mississippi River 
for miles, stood the gredt nondescript temple of 
peculiar architecture and vast proportions. [be 
place has long been desolate, and fails to reveal 
its past interesting history. 

Smith .was proud of his city. and the people 
were fanatically proud of him, for he erected 
Zion’s shelter about and above them, and the 
temple was their shrine. He owned in lee abso- 
lute all property of a permanent character with- 
in the corporate limits of the city, and no one 
could sell real estate or buy it without his con- 
sent. 

When in the zenith of his power the Prophet 

erected numerous institutions within the 
Church which do not seem to have been de- 
sig ned by him or Rigdon at the outset ol their 
career, and he made creat changes in the con- 
formation of the Church, many of which he 
justified to the brethren on the ground that he 
1ad been advised by the Aimighty to institute 
them. He established a new and select order 
of the priestho the members of which were 
to be priests and Kings, spiritual and temporal. 
He caused himself to be crowned and anointed 
King and Priest, above all others. He traced 
his descent by an unbroken chain from Joseph 
and Jacob, and the Government of the United 
States he caused to be openly denounced. He 
predicted that it was about to pass away, and 
that the governmentof God was to take its 
place, to be administered by the Prophet and 
and the Apostles. 

The theory that the Prophet might and should 
have ior his wives any number oi women was 
promuigated in the early days of the Church, in 
imitation of Solomon and the 212 but it 
was not until Smith had gained the summit of 
his power that he enlarged this ‘privilege so as 
to embrace the priesthood and elders, who were 
permitted also to have spiritual wives. 

The Prophet now became a tyrant, and as a 
consequence the entire Church became very ob- 
noxious in the eyes of the people of the entire 
State, which was pot very thickly populated, 
but nevertheless felt the effect of Smith’s gov- 
ernment in every quarter. 

The history of the Church up to this time ex- 
hibits the ability of Smith as an organizer, but 
there is everywhere the absence ot that genius 
which ie necessary to invent a new re- 
ligion. Rigdon and Smith were from the 
first forced to return to the Bible as the basis 
of their religion, and Brigham Young as Presi- 
dent of the Church has repeatedly defined the 
origin of the Church in the Christian Bible. 

Smith was a man full six feet in height, 
strongly built, and had the form and muscle of 
au athlete. He was of a livel 7 disposition, 
“dressed like a dandy, drank like a sailor, 
swore like a pirate, and could pray like a 
priest. Present gratification was more te him 
than the remote consequences of his plans. At 
one time there were grave fears that Joe Smith’s 
government of Nauvoo would overthrow the 
constituted powers in this State, and the 
Villainy of the Legislature of 1840 would cul- 
minate in a disastrous war and the subversion 
of liberty. 

After a series of unsuccessful attempts by the 
State authorities to suodue the terribie hatred 
which bad gradually grown up between the 
Mormons and anti-Mormons, the Governor, in 
15844, determined to march an armed body into 
Nauvoo and disarm the Mormons, hoping there- 
by toavert the impending conflict, but, before 
this could be accomplished, serious difficulties 
were inte and under solemn protnise 
made by the Governor, of protection from bodiiy 
harm, Joe Smith, his brother Hiram, and the 
other authorities of Nauvoo, surrendered them- 
selves into the hands of the Constable of Carth- 
age to answer to a charge of riot. All were 
discharged except the Smiths. Against Joe and 
Hiram a complaint for treason was lodged, and 
they were remanded to jail in Carthage, where 
they were treacherously murdered by a moo. 

This event, which occurred on the th of 
June, 1544, closed the first period of the Mor- 
mon Church. as

The largest gain at this city, as usual, must be 
considered as in part due to speculation. The loss 
at Boston, though small. is the less easily ex- 
plained, because transactions at Worcester show a 
fair improvement; nor is it easv to see why there 
should be even a small loss at Chicago, with a 
large gain at Milwaukee, unless because of the 
strike early in August. As the season comes dar- 
ing which the Centennial movement was most 
active last year, the decline in exchanges at Phila- 
delphia becomes greater, and it should be kept in 
mind that a material part of the apparent decrease 
there represents no decline in regular business.

Corn in Liverpool is very strong. It was quoted 
at 29s 6d Saturday for October delivery. The par- 
tial failure of the potato crop in Ireland bas been 
assigned as a reason for strength in corn; but to 
that may be added the indications that the British 
barley crop will not be more than one-fourth of an 
average; which will naturally increase the con- 
sumption ofcorn. Looking at these things Satur- 
day, a reporter asked a prominent operator why 
October deliveries in corn were being so heavily 
discounted. The F. O. replied that the crowd has 
not got the cash corn to sell, and its only tactic 
being to sell, it was obliged to sell for future. 
The remark was a trifle **sarcastical,"’ 

Last Wednesday the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy Railroad Company was behind some 2,000 
carson orders from grain-shippers. Other roads 
are ina similar predicament. It is supposed that 
a good many of the cars have been sent East, and 
detained longer than was expected. Some coun- 
try shippers write very despondingly about the 
situation, and say they have to suspend grain buy- 
ing till Birnam wood do move. 

There is no doubt that our receipts of wheat and 
corn, especially the former, would largely in- 
crease, but for the scarcity of cars. As this scar- 
city is not likely to continue, operators are gen- 
erally inclined to expect the increase, and so the 
tendency is to sell ahead, in expectation of a decline 
due toa greater volume of spot offerings. This 
was the case Saturday, and prices receded in spite 
of strengthening advices from abroad, with rumors 
of another victory forthe Turkish arms. Other 
markets were steadier. The weather was fine, and 
the shipping movement fair in volume toe Satar- 
day. 

Dry goods were m'active demand. Not only was 
there a goodly attendance of buyers in person, but 
the mails brought liberal orders from all parts of 
the interior, andthe volume of business reached 
satisfactory proportions. Prints, worsted dress 
fabrice, bleached and colored cottons, ticks, 
shawls, hosiery, and notions, received the most 
attention. Prices were firmand unchanged. The 
demand for greceries was unabated. Sugars, cof- 
fees, rice, sirups, and molasses were the most 
active, and all of those staple articles were firmly 
held at previons prices. In the dried-fruit market 
only a moderate degree of activity was apparent, 
but there was a pretty firm feeling for most goods 
inthe het. Fish were steady and unchanged. 
Nothing new was reported by dealers in butter. 
For the better grades there wasa fairly active and 
firm market. Cheese was moving fairly and was 
stronger, good to best full creams being held at 
10%@1l%c,—an advance of ic. Prices of oils 
were the same as on Friday, and were generally 
firm. Trade was again reported active. Leather, 
tobacco, bagging, coal, and wood were quoted as 
before. 
Hogs were in good demand, and averaged 5c 
higher, closing firm at $4.70@5.30 for heavy, and 
‘At $5.25@5.45 for light weights. Cattle were 
steady and unchanged, with sales on a basis of 
$2.75@6.00 for common to extra. Sheep were 
nominal at $3. 0O0O@4. 50. 
Lumber was active and firm. The offerings at 
the docks sold quickly, and the yard dealers are 
shipping large quantitics of lumber to the interior. 
The city business of the yards is smaller than a 
year ago, but the jucrease in country trade con- 
siderably more than offsets the loss. Wool was 
steady under a moderate demand. The broom- 
corn market was steadier, the demand having im- 
proved, and the new corn will probably be later in 
coming forward than dealers expected a week or 
two ago. Flax and timothy seeds were fairly 
active, and the latter was a shade firmer. Hides 
were in request and firm. The street market was 
overstocked with green fruits, which sold freely to 
the city trade at lower prices. 
Lake freights were moderately active, and a 
shade firmer, on the basis of Sc for corn and se 
for wheat to Bufialo. Room was taken for. 115, - 
000 bu wheat, 230,000 bu corn, and 65,000 bu 
oats.

Works was instructed to advertise 
for bids for excavating the City-Hall lot toa 
uniform depth of eleven feet below street 

rade; that upon Ald. Ballard’s motion the 

hairman of the Committee was instructed to 
wait upon the Chairman of the Building Com- 
mittee of the Board of Commissioners of Cook 
Connty, and arrange with them fof a conference 
with the Council Committee; that the Mayor 
and Ald. Van Osdel were instructed to make a 
contract with Architect Egan for plans, etc.

This article witnesseth an agreement made and 
entered into this 8th day of September, A. D.

OBITUARY. 
HOWARD PRIESTLY. 

The demise of a well-known and wealthy citi- 
zen of this city, Howard Priestly, was an- 
nounced yesterday by atelegram from Flush- 
ing, Long Island, where he was undergoing 
treatment for insanity in the asylum in that 
piace. The dispatch was received by Orson 
Smith, Cashier of the Corn Exchange National 
Bank, who has beef appointed conservator of 
Mr. Priestiy’s estate. The fact was soon alter- 
ward reported on Change, of which he had 
been ap hovored member, and where he was 
familiarly known. The sad intelligence was 
communicated to Mr. Smith by T. d. 8 Flint, 
Esq., of the firm of Flint & Thompson, pro- 
prietors of large elevators here. 

From an old friend of Mr. Priestly a few facts 
concerning his life have been obtained. His age 
was about 48 years. He came to Chicago twen- 
ty-one years ago. and until two years past had 
been actively identified with the grain trade. 
He nailed from Baltimore, his native place, and 
shortly after his arrival here organized the firm 
of Priestly, Peterkin & Sanford, grain brokers. 
The last-named person died after the 
lapse of a few years, and the business 
was conducted by the others. Finally Mr. Pe- 
jerkin retired from the firm, and Mr. Priestly 
carried on the business until two years ago, when 
symptoms of insanity began to manifest them- 
selves, and he was taken to the Flushing Asy- 
lum, where he remained until his death. Mr. 
Priestly was a free-liver, and a successful busi- 
ness man. Heowned a large amount of real 
estate, mostly residence property, in the south- 
ern section of the city. His wealth in real 
and rsonal property is set down 
at $200,000. He wasan active man during his 
business career, and was identified closely with 
the Board of Trade, of which he was Vice- 
President at the time when the dread malady 
overcame him. His wife died several years ago. 
Previous to marriage she was a Miss Swope, of 
Maryland, and while in Chicago was a member 
— — Episcopal Church. A daughter is the 
only surviving member of the family, and she 
is at present in Louisville. Mr. Priestly leaves 
relatives in Baltimore. 

It was not known last evening whether the 
remains of Mr. Priestly would be brought here

lf arguments were wanted to demonstrate the 
recklessness and incapacity of the present Coan- 
ty Board, they could be found nowhere else as 
readily as in the management of the several 
county institutions. A reporter yesterday got 
some figures showing some of the expenses for 
the past nine months, which are appended. The 
first column represents the appropriation for 
the. year, and the second the expenditures made 
up to Sept. 1:

These figures speak for themselves, and tell 
no uveertain story. Every appropriation but 
one has been has been largely overdrawn in 
nine months, from which it is safe to predict 
that the indebtedness of the county will have 
been increased $500,000 by the end of the year. 
What percentage of the expenditures has been 
actually stolen is not known, but that it is large 
there is no doubt. The expenses of the County 
Agent’s office are the most striking, especially 
when it is taken into account that the office has 
been practicaliy closed during the summer. 
The showing at the otber charitable institutions 
does no one any credit. The figures are unan- 
swerable prooi that robbery has been the rule 
everywhere, and more damning to the Ring’: 
than any showing that could be made. Let the 
taxpayers ponder well this fall before voting for 
Commissioners.

for discussion in Scotland. They have — the 
same types of thinking over there; the 
same questions mooted that we have, exactly; 
no more nor no less there than they are with us. 
It was mutually stimulating and beneficial for 
the representatives of the different nationalities 
to come ether and compare views. A 
from that, the social idea of bringing men from 
so many different churches together is a good 
one. . 
This being the first meeting of the Council, 
there was less discussion in it than there will 
likely be in the future. They avoided, as much 
as possible, sub that would awaken un- 
pleasant n. It was important that 
the Council should avoid anything that might 
tend to embitter discussion. There are ques- 
tions, both in this country and in Scotland, and 
articularly there, which could not very well 
touched without destroying the harmony, 
and hence it was that some things were wisely 
omitted from the programme. Bat it was a 
fact that there were men in that Council, sitt 
side by side as members of the Establish 
the Free Church, and the United 
Presbyterian Church, taking part in the most 
pleasant way in the proceedings, who had never 
met each other before, and who perhaps never 
would have met had it not been for that Coun- 
cil.

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THE P.-E. CHURCH, 
OQUGHT IT TO CHANGE ITs name? 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 
Cuicaco, Sept. 7.—In your last Sunday’s 
issue you speak of the proposition of changing 
the name of the Protestant-Episcopal Church, 
which is to come up before the General Conyen- 


officially either for or against it. As the subject is 
likely to come up for some action in our own 
Convention, which occurs during the coming 
week, it may not be out of place to discuss a few 
simple reason» Why, in our opinion, such a 
change should not be made. 

I. Our present title of ‘The Protestant-Epis- 
copal Church in the United States of America 
correctly describes our character, and is the 
fittest that, in existing circumstances, could be 
devised. 

The ‘ apostles” of change consider that the 
word Protestant“ is opposed to the Church’s 
catholicity. They urge the absolute perfection 
of her institutions in their conformity to the 
primitive Church, 3 that she is above 
and beyond any official association with the 
questions developed in more modern times, and 
as the word r from coutro- 
versies which have occu since the epoch of 
her origin, therefore it belongs not upon ber 
standards. In this view of the case there is a 
tendency to e the attention in the literary 
and — aspects of the question, and to 
overlook its practical relations the facts of 
life amid which we are called upon to act. It is 
not possible for the Church to return to her in- 


fancy, and vrobably not d e that in every 
particular she should attemh}t to do so. Nearly 
nineteen centuries of her from 
that period. It is possible to efface 


from memory or blot from her record the events 
of the intervening ages, and, annihilating the 
principles of cause and effect, to return 
at once and forever to dawn of her first 
rising. Such seems to 
theologians, but it is Utopian in its character, 
and impracticable of realization. We may, in- 
deed, sever all the outward bonds by name or 
« ag the periods of our history through 
w we have passed, but the great facts 
are there silently fulfilling their mission in 
acting and reacting upon our character in the 
progress of our development. Doubtless those 
facts are as much designed by Providence, and 
relatively as tin affecting our present 
and future, asthe events of Calvary and the 
Cross. I claim, therefore, that this word Prot- 
estant, written in our history by the finger of 
God, embodying in its meaning fundamental 
characteristics, representing, as we consider, 
the purity of our — as opposed to certain 
errors. — this word carrving the meaning which it 
unquestionably does in the mind of Christen- 
dom,—has grown to belong ; upon our standard 
just as legitimately as the w “ Catholic,” or 
Episcopal. It is not a redundant n, 
because the opposite ideas still exist in the 
world, the conflict which first called it into being 
is to-day going on, and now as then it is stil) the 
watchword of contending hosts. 

II. In abolishing the name of Protestant 
we should take the posi before the world of 
repudiating the ideas which that name repre- 
sents. 


This is the first and most obvious conclusion 
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of an act so decisive and con- 
spicuous. 


III. By abolishing the word “Protestant” 
from our title we should encourage the radical 
and ritualistic elements in the Church. With 
those who already belong to those elements this 
is rather a reason in favor oi such change, but 
to the great body of conservative churchmen 
such a consideration ought to have great weight 
at this time. It must be apparent to the most 
superficial observer that these elements are 
growing in this country. Idoubt not that the 

resent question originated in that quarter. A 
ew years ago it would not for a moment have 
been entertained, but to-day it receives a re- 
spectabie hearing and iscalmly discussed. It 
is not pertinent here to inquire as to the pecul- 
iarities or consider the merits of ritualist or ex- 
tremist. it is assumed that the reader has 
made up bis mind for or against them. But as 
to their relations to this question of change of 
name it is only necessary to look around and 
see on which side they are fnvariably arrayed, 
and it is only nec to goa little farther in 
the direction of t course of thought to 
discover the reasons why. It, therefore, 
you desire to contribute your humble 
share towards the dominance of the Ritualistic 
and High-Church sentiment in this land, then 
oin heartily in this movement to pull down our 

rotestant flag and to substitute another, I 
know not what; but rest assured that that other 
will mark the ascendency of a new set of 
and under the ofa * ter catholici- 
ty“ herald the return of the follies, the super- 
stitions, and the priestcraft of medieval times. 

IV. Our present title of Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the United States of America repre- 
sents a degree of harmony which exists between 
the ves of our own organization and the gen- 
ius of the civil institutions of our land. The 
change of this title as now proposed would do 
violence to that youve) 

Protestantism means liberty, popular rights, 
public education, republicanism. With these 
ideas the great majority of our people are 
doubtless in full sympathy, and, in respect to 
them, our articles of faith breathe only harmo- 
nious notes. But also it cannot be denied that 
we drag along in the current of our history some 
of the old Tory principles of our earlier days, 
and that there is an element in our character as 
a people which turns fondly back to the mon- 
archical past from which we have emerged. It is 
not strange, therefore, that the “Tory” ele- 
ment among us should occasionally come to the 
surface and be among the most enthusiastic sup- 
porters of the affirmative of the present question. 
We think we recognize once again their time- 
worn faces. It is quite natural that they should

There is 
a principle in human nature which searches for 
central ideas and their tendencies, and in the 
choice of these listens ouly fur the voice of the 
Master. The abstract sentiment: of loyalty to 
the Church is insutlicient to neutralize the re- 
sults of toose more profound inquiries. The 
religious world to-day is governed by the head 
as Well as by the heart. Men think aud decide 
for themselves. In these times and in this fair 
young West, where ludependence of thougut 
and liberty of conscience are entaroned in the 
ruinds of our people, it is fully to appeal to any 
blind allegiance or to rely upon the ancient prin- 
ciples of 8 obedience to ecclesiastical au- 
thority. I have observed that in previous con- 
ventions these truths seem to have been over- 
looked. In questious which arose, the excess of 
fealty to the lofty claims of the Church seemed 
to ent a frank cousideration of her fhterests. 
It is not strange that at such times. when the 
pulses of Episcopal life beat the strongest, and 
amid scenes which s only of prosperity, the 
wounds of the conflict which rages along the 
outposts should be excluded. When it has been 
hinted that certain measures might produce du- 
affection on the part many of 
our members, the anathema was buried 
forth against them, with much flourish 
of loyal trumpets, “‘ Let them go.“ It docs not 
appear, however, that the light of superior 
reason has been so lavished upon any one man, 
— r be the Chancellor of a Diocese, or upon 
any of meu, that they should thus assume 
to wave aside the feelings and opinions of their 
fellow-mortais. I have also observed that when 
the Convention is at an end the spell is broke 
and there isa sudden descent into the plain 
practical life. Then a different atmosphere is 
encountered. Then it is found that the Let 
them go“ policy - will not pay the debts of our 
churches or replenish our mission funds. We 
are thus taught by the stern necessitics of a 
struggie for «xistence to adjust our conduct to 
degree of common-sense and liberal- 
The best loyalty to the Church is to facili- 
such adjustment, not to binder it. The 
loyalty to the Church ie the 
support of those measures which strain the 
least upon the attachment of her chil- 
and cause the various elements 
n her to work with the least friction. The 
best loyalty to the Church is to print upon her 
standards the watchwords of the times in which 
she moves, and thus to railv up her forces to 
march abreast of events, not behigd them. Thus 
may she hope to harmonize the elements of dis- 
cord within and around her. Thus may she 
hope to combine in her career from age to age 
— energy of youth with the dignity of antiq-

DID THE JEWS CRUCIFY CHRIST?

pretended Messiahship, even should he have de- 
clared bimself to be, like David, the royal son 
of God, could have formed the 2 ol 
“blasphemy” against Jesus, since oniy an 
actual cxecration of God, with the express 
utterance of His Holy Name, was treated thus 
and punished with death.

The Brule is a small, clear, rapid river, of 
about seventy miles, an affluent of tne Menomi- 
née, and is also with this latter a boundary 
between Michigan and Wisconsin. 

August is the vacation month of Chicago law- 
yers. Three of them, James L. High, Franklin 
Denison, and myself, and Lorenzo Pratt, real 
estate, made up u party for rest, health, and 
sport, mainly on the Brule. High, Pratt, and 
myself had journeyed to and fished it in Au- 
gust, 1875. We then reached it by an overland 
route from Sec. 18, Chicago & Northwestern 
Railway, and ascended the stream. Our aim 
was now tostrike it at a point about thirty 
miles above its mouth, and descend it. The 


preliminary arrangements for trip were 
made at Marinette, Wis., where . Arthur T. 
Jones, Freight and Ticket Agent of the Chicago 
Northwestern Railway, very obiligingly 
exterded to us. in advance, the 
most valuable courtesies in the 
way of information, having the canoes 
the Dickey’ and Tom King” of our for- 


mer use—repaired, engaging guides, and having 
things ready at hand when we reached that 


town. To us, strangers then, to whom he was 
known only by repute as an accomplished geu- 
tleman, and, himself an expert with the rod and 
gun, these civilities, freely and kindly tendered, 
were the most serviceable and grateful. He 
was specially happy in his selection of guides.“ 
They were David Kakotash, a veteran woods- 
man, hunter, cook, and canoer; Mitchell The- 
bault (Tabo,.as we call him), his brother Paul, 
and Joe Dixon. In the first glance at the group 
of sturdy and athletic men, we foresaw the 
muste and endurance needed on the portage 
and with the canoe. Thefirst was pure Menom- 
inee, the others half-breeds, but the dialect of 
all was Indian. These more than justified Mr. 
Jones’ choice. The route from Menominee was 
to Republic, thence on the Michigami River, by 
Lake „ to the Paint on that stream to 
Trout ors ugar) River, and on it, through Lone 
Grave e to Lake Chicagon and Lake Minnie, 
and thence to the Brule, and from it back on 
the Menominee to Marinette or the Town of 
Menominee opposite,—all in the birch-bark 
canoes, except the portages, which we ſooted, a 
distance of 500 miles. 

At Republic, not far from Marquette, and 
where are the famous iron mines of that name, 
said to be the greatest in the worid, and on the 
Michigami, we started in. Here our first 
tent was struck, and the diary commences 
at that nt. It was written up ail along 
as ite i ents occurred, and when and as writ- 
ten, very much of it read to the party. Denison 
was the shooter, High and Pratt the experts, 
and I the learner novice, in trout-fishing. 


Wepwespar, Aug. 8 (Republic, Michigami 
River).—The tents were pitched last evening 
just by the Water-Works suppiying the mines. 


Situation not good. Fog on the-river, damp- 
ness, temperature of Chicago in November. 
With all our resources of blankets for warmth, 
we were uncomfortably cool. Lawyers are some- 
times thought to find lying on any side easy 
enough. But all the sides I rolled on in trying 
to sleep I found to be uneasy tome. I thought, 
for the matter of warmth, more blanket supply 
was necessary, and so straddled a timber on the 
Iren Company’s heavy truck and rode round the 
hill to town, and, at Hart Brothers’ store, bought 
a pair of blankets heavy enough to have had in 
them the fleece of many sheep. One of the 
Hart brothers (the one who much resembies and 
is as good-looking as our Abe Lipman) was un- 
usually civil and friendly. I portaged the blan- 
kets back to camp on foot, over the long way. 
Those blankets will surely add much to the 
warmth of feeling between High, who will 
share them, and me. Pratt bobbed in his fly as 
an ex ent aud snatched out a beegarly 
chub, and then put up his rod in dis- 
Denison had his firearms ready 
or anything on wing or foot. 
He worked some way through the bushes; he 
brought a partridge to an untimely end, and 
blowed a king-fisher to its kingdom come. This 
morning the Indians are tinkering the canoes 
and smirching the leaks and seams with pitch 
and resin. e took account of stock and bada 
eneral statement of the outfit to know what 
ere was in camp. We have five pairs of blank- 
ots, [our valises, four baskets, two ponchos, a 
gaisson with Denison’s deadly missiles, —fixed 
ammunition. For medical stores, paragoric, 
quinine pills, oll of pennyroyal, Kadway’s R. K., 
neatefoot oil, cherry pectoral, camphor, Squibb's 
uills, a whole pocket pharmacy of Homeopathic 
is, billets, and pillules (Pratt for doctor), 
— (for miasma), sour mash (for malaria), 
Hennessy cognac for general utility, and as ex- 
traordinary remedy (see High’s “ Extraordi- 
Remedie s; Callaghan & Co., Chicago, 
187 To my surprise, | tind there is a circuiat- 
ing library in the camp. Supposing that a very 
small amount of literature would go a ercat 
way, 1 brought—only as my contribution for the 
intellect of the party—that loveable book, Walt- 
on’s “ Complete Angler,“ in case of a rainy day 
and that because it accorded with the main e 


. shoot, one 
would think, would prefer to read up on 
12 and projectiles or “Jomini’s 

War,” or some powderous subject. 
I had my opinion of him when | saw wim stretch 
out on blankets,—the sentimental soh of 
saltpetre,—and go a-sighing over Hawicy 
Smart’s love story of “ Two Kisses.“ The 
motte of the book—* Methinks no wrong it 
were if 1 should steal trom those two 
mel rubies one poor kiss’’—settled 1.

THURSDAY, 9th.—The Republic blankets made 
High and myself bless our stars for the thought- 
ful prescience which added them to our stock. — 
they were needed,—the air last night frost-like, 
and, after High got up and grubbed out a pro- 
truding ropt. over which he some time had been 
unrestfuily turning as on a pivot, and after we 
got the feilows in the other blankets to quit 
snoring, we slept our-first sleep in the woods 
sumptuously. Pratt is our morning harbinger. 
He likes to see the daylicht coming and the 
jocund morn stand tiptoe ov the misty hilltops 
(if there are hills about). And he likes to see 
the Indians rise about as well as the suurise, for 
then the pot begins to boil, and breakfast comes 
soon apace. He and Denison navigated them- 
selves, while the cooks were pottering to the 
littie run where the trout were found, to try 


again— 
The fond credulity 

Of silly fish which, worldhng Uke. still look 

Upon the bait, but never on the hook. 

The venture was fruitful but in two. Denison 
rambled around in the bushes with his gun, but 
ineffectually. Broke camp at 9. A porcupine 
was seen, like a bump on a log. Denison 
ban at him and wounded him. We drew up, 
and Tabo dis hed him with the paddle, after 
bis showing fight. A mile or two below we dis- 
embarked to trail around some rapide which the 
canoe could only pass when lightened. We 
almost lost the trau, and trudged slow- 
ly up and down, over logs, through 
brush and bushes, a longish, weary 
way. At the end was a handsome piace of some 
tormer camping. We had our rods and baskets, 
for the Indians said there were trout there. We 
tried it. It was trouting under difficulties, 
though. The brush and sunken logs madea hard 
place to fish in. High and Pratt ecrambied out oa 


porous ives and made casts, but with little 
luck. Pratt, though, captured a splendid one- 


pounder. The chubs began to pounce on their 
flies, and, aiter viciously jerking out two or three, 
they quit the businessin high dudgeon. * 
for the canoes and portage of the cargo, we al 
took tothe grass and three novels were ab- 
sorbingly taken short turns at, while 1 lay in 
the shade smoking, watching the clouds and the 
foam floating. A short shower moistened us 
gently. Going on down, Dave sighted a deer in 
some far-off bushes, and gota long-range rifle- 
shot at it, but it broke for the tall timber fastlv. 
We came to a nearly invisible brook weakly fil- 
tering, almost mph by drop, into the river. The 
brooks here are cold irom the gprings, and trout 
swim cold waters, and are to be found in this river, 
at ali, only at these outlets from the springs. 
r canoe was put in there, and Pratt flung his 
flies and had lively rises fora time, but could 
bold but turee or four, and each one lost seemed 
to him larger than the last. About 6, on round- 
ing a bend, the most splendid and exciting sight 
surprised, and at the same time hashed, us into 
the stillness of admiration and caution. Straight 
ahead, the stately forms of a couple 
of bucks, ove of giant size, with a lordly 
foliage of antlers towering up, his 
consort buck, also, not meagerly branched with 
horus, and with them a beautiful doe. They 
were in full view fronting us, grouped together 
in the mid-stream, a wondrous-picture of majes- 
ty and cefulness, worthy to be sculptured 
into enduring marble by an artist as they stood. 
The largest buck seemed fixed in a pose of 
pride, as if contemplating his own massive pro- 
portions in the mirror of the stream. He and 
his fellow then dropped their heads, and threw 
them back erect and tossed off the water that 
flew like spray, and again repeated the dip, and 
appeared as 
merse, when the big-horned buck slowly turned 
his head as if tirst to scent, see, or hear any 
sign or sight of danger. In the meantime our 
Indians instinctively crouched low, like tigers 
for a spring, and motioned us to perfect quiet, 
though we already were breathicssly still. The 
forward canoe went on stealthily and slowly 
with strokes of the paddles which expert Indi- 
ans only have the knack of making noiscless, 
and gradually shortened in on the fascinating 
rspective. Our canoe was as silently creep- 
ng in the wake of the other, our eyes fixed as 
by a spell, scarcely breathing for fear a breath, 
even, would dispel the charm of the scene. But 
it was ascene really too tine to last buta mo- 
ment or so. Before the advance vessel could 
slip the shooters into right range, they were 
sighted and scented, and quick, Hike thought 
the deer and the triggers went off together, an 
with heads thrown back the deer pirunged 
and dashed, in a foam of the water, 
to the shore and shot into the 
bushes, lost to sicht, but to memory deer.” 
For a few seconds we were stil! under the trance, 
and then nearly all, simultaneously, broke out 
in aloud whoop of relief. Our boys then be- 
gun chafling the other crowd for missing so fair 
u mark. Denison was really chop-failen, and 
felt himself badly sold. In fact, afterwards, tn 
the camp, it was said by one that he did not 
look like the same man,to which one of the 
party cruelly chime in that the deer were all 
the same, though. Davie’s rifle fired no better 
than Frank’s shot-gun. The ranges was long, 
and it was no fault of either that they had to 
fire afar. Dare looked sober over it, too, and 
earnest enough to let us know that he would 
yet show usa thing or two. He selected fora 
camping place a high bank with heavy pine 
overhangings, but more there I suspect, because 
there was a noted deer feed close by, on which 
be intended to make a night foray, with the 
lantern, to redeem himself. And now that his 
blood was up, Denison had a rage for deer, and 
between the two we had a sure foretaste of ven- 
ison. After the tents were set, and the pans 
and platters of supper were disposed of, and 
the night came, the gunmen held a divan on the 
grass, and arranged the strategy of a lantern 
hunt. Denison, with Tabo and Dixon man ing 
the canoe, his dark lantern tacked on his hat so 
that when the slide was shoved aside the light 
giared out far in the darkness like a light-house 
signal, vanished on up riverward. Kakotash 
and Paul footed it through the dark shadows of 
the pines toa neighboring pond or e lakelet. 
High and I, the while, lolled on 
blankets, principally watching the 
smoke of our meerschaums wreathing visi- 
ble fragrances around us. Waiting and watch- 
jug not long. Soon the report oi the gun in Den- 
ison’s direction was heard, and shortly he him- 
self came to camp, and rather proudly laid the 
first venison spoils of his life at our feet. We 
congratulate him on so handsomely winning his 
spurs. Pratt, his bedfellow, is so pleased that, 
in the fuliness of his heart, be exclaimed that 
he didn’t wish to be considered fastidious, or of- 
fensively odd, or to surprise us, but would now 
give formal notice that he would, in the morn- 
ing, draw on his slender stock for a clean collar.

On the 
afternoon down way we occasionally stopped 
for trout at the mouth of a run, but a few rises 
seemed to exhaust the sport. All along the 
stream, where there are grass patches, slou or 
swainps, fresh deer tracks are innumerabic. At 
French River’s mouth there was apparently a 
stamping ground for deer, and the sands were 
tram pled into mire by their countless hoofs. A

SaTuRDAY, IIth.—I went in forward canoe 
with Denison. At a brook that ran over a rocky 
bed the other canoe lagged and laid for trouting. 
We went forward, and soon saw 4 porcupine 
lazily sunning. We bore down on him in close 
quarters. I offered him the compliments of 
my revolver, and Denison showed him the fur- 
ther civilities of three barrels of his revolver. 
But he took it,easy, and, with his quills prickled 
up, scrambled off, unhurt, up the log, under 
our noses. Further on, Dave landed at a small 
ledge of white marble, and knocked off some 
pieces to show us. He says there is a hill of 
white marble deposit a couple of miles from the 
river, of the best quality. Some day, possibly, 
some of its blocks may be reared into a Chicago 
palace, or sculptured into monumental effigies. 
Other and new specimens of natural history soon 
attracted our attention. There were a number 
of minks, frisking about, as if on some festive 
oceasion, and were just having a gh time of it 
when we, undidden strangers, hove around the 
bend upon them. They stampeded in every di- 
rection with a rush before Frank could shoulder 
arms. So he could only draw on a single ove, 
and he was made to bite the sand. Kakotash 
brought him iu and will make a tubaceo-pouch 
out of his pelt. We saw a brace of partridges 
— on the beach sandiug their eraws. Tue 
remorseless gun was leveled, and the fowl got 
bird-shot instead of sand, aud was laid by to 
be added to the game part of our dinner bill of 
fare. We started a flock of saw-bills or flop- 

8. an upeatable duck that infests this river. 

hey always pag: ahead out of harm’s way. 
They run, rather than fly or swim, on tue water. 
when alarmed, and make a noise, with feet aad 
wings flopping the water, and by also 
squawking harshiy, that can be heard at a dis- 
tance, and frightens the game, as David tell us, 
and that we should 8 have them again 
and again for miles ahead. e saw two porcu- 
pines in the top branches of two trees clinging 
there and very Ike branches of mistletoe. Deni- 
son had the canoe land him, and he fired shot 
after shot into them before they got sick and 
dropped. We took some of their quills for 
memory. Dave next sighted—for it is his 
restless, unerring eye that takes ip * 
a miuk making good time to his retreat. He 
made tracks so fast in and out of view through 
the brush that he escaped the fate of having his 
skin made into some lady’s tippet. We passed 
a “ windfall,”’ where a tornado has swept tue 
forest far and wide, and laid low the growth of 
mightiest pines, firs, and cedars, ia a chaotic 
crush and heaps of piled up and shapeless con- 
fusion and ruin. To realize the utter destruc- 
tion, the fearful havoc, of the wind in its fury, 
one needs to see a pathway it has made through 
a Michigan pinery. We reached Upper Michi- 
gami Falls about lo’clock. We had to portage 
there. As we got to the end of the trail, the 
heavy clouds swept over and let loose drench- 
ing torrents of rain. The shelter-tent was with 
us, and afforded some protection. The other 
crowd was caught, but got to the head of the 
pore and crept under the turned-up canoe 
or shelter. The Indians with us managed, 
spite of the shower, to make a blazing fire, and, 
when High and Pratt came in, they 
needed and welcomed its cheering 
warmth. We well welcomed them, too, 
for they brought in a splendid mess of trout 
they bad picked up in our rear on the way. They 
sawa family of deer—buck, doe, and fawn— 
swim the river in front of them, but as the 
weapons of war were with us, the happy family 
passed scatheless, speeding on their southward 
way, admired but unharmed. These upper are 
not so grand and wild a freak of Nature, in the 
way of a cascade, as the lower falls of the same 
river, at its mouth. There is no precipitous or 
dead fall of water over an edge or precipl e, but 
a compression of the river between a point on 
one side and a wall on the other of rock, the 
water tumbling in terraces or ona slope. The 
1 wall rears ncarly straight up, probab! 
200 feet high, heavily garnished with sma 
stunted cedars and pines. There is else noth- 
ing striking in the sceaery here. Some of the 
party thought the basin a good swim for trout, 
and paced along its margin from point to poin 
and whipped in rsistently, and skimm 
around in acanoe from one and another cur- 
rent or eddy, but the only response was from 
the pestiferous chubs, so that the fishing was a 
water-haul. If there were trout there, they cut 
a wide swath away from our anglers. No use- 
less time, however, was, lost in this tentative 
throwing on the waters. We had to lay in dry- 
dock for the rest of the day to hang our wet 
goods to the fire, to dry the ténts, and patch up 
and pitch the leaks in our keels. While these 
were going on the literary fever struck us bad. 
Denison, now, was absorbed in the American 
Senator,“ possibly hoping to be one, Pratt took 
a shine to Joshua Hazard’s Daughter.” High 
had his thoughts on Heaps of Money.” [ 
sharpened my appetite for a supper of trout by 
reading of trout in honest Walton’s pages. We 
being so occupied, the shadows stole on us and 
deepened into night. 


SunDay, 17th.—We discussed the sawbdill 
nuisance last night. They appeared several 
times ahead of us. They keep to the water and 
wiunow it with their wings and make a boister- 
ous splash as they go, on an alarm. They are 
fiying squadrons of scarcecrows, Denison says 
the whole flock, forerunning us to the falls 
kept on and went clean over in the whirl and 
vortex, without hurting them, the [ndians say, 
abit. Yesterday must have been a good day 
for porcupines. High’s party saw several. Our 
camp is so well situated here that last night we 
enjoyed in it the combined pleasures, ease, coni- 
fort, and content. The blazing trunks of pine 


the day, A heavy shower, with « 
thunder and lightning rippmg closely over — 
came on in copious outpour for a time, 
mostly during the afternoon t were clouds 
dripping mildly. Under our canvas we were 
high and dry, and with our literature and lying 
on our blankets we had very litt!e concern 
about the play of the elements. After t set 
in, and the cheery fre lapped the big in 
forms of flame, we squatted around it an 
tened to Denison's story of his mountain travei 
in the West, of bis ascent of Pike's Peak, and 
of the more perilous climb of Long's Peak, too. 
Hours thus passed, near into the witching time 
of — 2 and were made the pleasanter by those 
friend 1 and ready 3 ot ra the — 
some o our pipes. o-night’s camp-üre 
will touch the shrine of memory with some of 
the most dvlightful and * tinges, and 
for the time at least it has paled the memory 
of the lights on the hearthstoues at home. We 
go now to lie down to pleasant 


Monpax, 18tb.—Our waking this morning 
was to the gentle pattering of raln on the tent. 
It showered only softiy and shortly, and 
though the clouding did not vanish, the rain 
ceased so that we could make onward. And 
beautiful as was the scene around us, we parted 
from it with no “longing, lingering looks be- 
hind,” for the promise of regions further 
promptea quickstep movement. We packed 
tor a two-mile portage over to the Paint River; 
and to aid the Indians each of us shouldered 
some of our own packs, and went stringing 
along like Zingari tramps. The trail is compar- 
atively easy, or else, perhaps, our muscles 
would not have so endured the unwonted strain. 
It was noon when the portage wus finished. It 
led to a high bank or knob of a hill, witha 
cleared place for former camping, and overlook- 
ing a broad, smooth, pretty reach of 
the river. At the foot of the hili 
a little brook, interlaced with branches 
brush, ran in crystal current, yet cold with the 
chill of the springs that fed it. Undoubtedly, 
it is a very covert of trout, and High and Deni- 
son set out to try a take in some of its hidden 
nooks * rece „ found the Ree 
stream impenetrably ust t 
and patience of all auglers by the doasity of the 
overgrowth and undergrowth; it was, to a trout- 
man’s fancy, a tempting lair of trout, but 
one where neither trouters could rush in nor 
angels tread. Denison, probably, t he 
did a big thing” in carrying over his load. 
He weighed the parcels scparately, and the ag- 

regate A was fifty-seven 

e concluded his muscular c com- 
pared with the Indians’, was hardly worth the 

eckoning, and he oung small on the subject. 
ut neitner Dave nor Tabo can hold a candle to 
him im shooting onthe wing, if beg Boon out- 
carry him. By the way, this form of firing is so 
much his fancy that, tor want of some winged 
creaturé to blaze away at, he had Tabo toss a 
potato in the air for a flying target, and, sure 
enough, he blew it to pieces with his shot as it 
was coming down. We had dinner here. At the 
close of our meal acanoe hove into port with 
three passengers,—a Chippewa gentleman, bare- 
loot, and two fashio ¢ squaws of the 
same persuasion. The ladies maintained 
their broad squat in the canoe, seem- 
wg to imply that, as white men are 
mighty uncertain,“ they rather preferred to 
keep their distance. So they rode at anchor. 
But Red Rooster, or whatever his name is, knew 
some of our natives, and came elimbiug up the 
hill to camp, to them,—the Indian 
wwow being the original of our “ interview- 
. The entente cordiale was soon established, 
and the Chippewa or Menominee Vernacular was 
the medium of their civilities. One word of it 
—**now-o-ka ”—or very like that, in sound 
seemed to reach a most tender spot in Red 
Rooster’s manly diaphragm. We understood it 
to be the courtly Indian phrase for grab,” 
aud he, at least, took it as an epitomized card 
of invitation to dinner, for he at once evinced 
decided alacrity in taking a chair, by straddling 
a log at table, which was a packing-box upside 
down. He was not mealy-mouthed in having 
friendly familiarity with our potatoes, and was 
singularly free from any prejudice against Ja- 
pan tea; and that Indians, as some speculators 
suppose they are, are pot descendants of the 
lost tribes of Israel, the havoc he made in the 
ork side-dish was proof-sufficient,—his procliv- 

y for cooked hog would silence any suspicion 
of his being remotely of kin to the Jews. A sec- 
ond draught on the Japan tea was more than 
peaches and cream to him. In fact, all our 
cookery was just to his taste. He showed what 
he could do, when he bad a rare chance at high 
living like ours. But the greedy savage lost his 
gallantryin his glut, for never a morsel or hunk 

d he take to the Minnehahas in his craft. 
When we embarked, Red Rovster, who was 
going in our direction gunning for most any- 
thing, consorted with us, and he and our men 
poled canoes side by side, and kept upa lively 
chat between the pushes of the poles. Over in 
the bushes, David espied a half-concealed birch- 
bark canoe. He ran over to it, and on an in- 
spection, determined to condemn it by Indian 
law, regardless of any niceties of mefim and 
tuum, as derelict. He and Paul hauled her out 
ef her cunning embosomment of leaves, and set 
to work repairing with pitch and resin. The 
Indian ladies stepped ashore to lend Dave a 
hand in the process. It was no trouble to them 
to step out in the wet. Their kips and Bal- 
briggan hose were away in the wigwam, if they 
have any. They waded about and daubed on 
the resin like experts. I had an interview with 
one of the ladies, who was melting resin by 
blowing flame on it from a burning chunk. 1 
said Piease let me have your chunk to light a 
cigar,” in my lan She passed it to me 
with a mellifuous “Ugh,” in her language. 
The interview, mutually agreeable, then ended. 
Finally, the canoe was launched into her native 
element. We named her the Foundling, to 
give her history in the name. Davia and 1, 
after dividing the load between us and the 
Tom King, went on im the Foundling, ana 
Denison and Paul paddled their own 
canoe.
